This situation reminds many 
residents of the numerous artesian 
wells that formerly were active 
here. Prior to the extensive de- 
velopment of the citrus area and 
the heavy drain on the under- 
ground basin, water was flowing 
out of the earth at various points. 
Robert Beard, superintendent for 
the water company, said he believ- 
ed the last artesian well here dried 
up in 1922. 


The Mountain View Water Co. 
ell is located in what is known 
the Claremont Heights water 

While the basin is several 
equare, it is not large in 
comperison with the Chino basin, 
which underlies most of the Up- 
land district. William Springer, 
president of the company, predict- 
ed the spontaneous flow of water 
would end when pumps were start- 
ed for the irrigation season. 

The recent 12-inch rainfall is 
believed to be one of the reasons 
for the appearance after a score 
of years of the artesian well. Con- 
servation and flood control. proj- 
ects have in recent years 
water into the underground basin. 
Prior to this month’s heavy rain, 
the basin was in fairly good con- 
dition. With the downpour and 
the subsequent run off from the 
mountains, the basin filled up. 

Pressure Is Formed 

As run off continues from the 
San Antonio canyon wash, addi- 
tional wa‘er seeps into the basin, 
thus forming an internal pressure 
that causes the artesian well. 

Observers have pointed out that 
the large flow of water that is 
now rushing down San Antonio 
canyon comes largely from many 
springs along the canyon wall far 
up in the mountains. It has been 
some time since the rain stopped 
and the fact that the flow down 
the canyon continues indicates the 
presence of many mountain 


springs.

Construction of a huge reser- 
voir at the lower end of Campus 
avenue to catch the flood water 
that is carried down from Upland 
‘was suggested at the Ontariocity 
council meeting last night by F. 
E. Maurer. A similar suggestion 
will be made by him at the meet- 
ing of the county board of super- 
visors next Monday. Mr. Maurer 
presented a petition signed by a 
large number of property owners 
near Riversile drive and Campus 
avenue, Ontario. 

The officjais adopted an ordi- 
mance which requires plumbers 
and electricians to pay an annual 
license. fee of $30. This fee was 
changed from the former scale 
of $6 a quarter to conform with 
‘the license fee ‘in Upland and oth- 
er adjacent communities.

Retired Judge Very Busy _ 
Making Numerous Things 





Retirement for Judge George R. 
Crane has meant doing a lot of 
things. He either weaves, works 
at a rug loom, makes yucca boxes, 
reads, works at the bench he used 
as a jeweler years ago or putiers 
about in his yard at 467 First 
avenue. 

It would be quite a job to figure 
in dollars and cents the value of 
the woven garments he has made 
Garing the last two years. In one 
afghan, for example, 


square is about three inches each 
way. It takes him about half an 
hour to weave a square, 


No Records Kept 


He never keeps any record of 
how long he works on any par- 
ticular piece, but a little figuring 
reveals that it took him at least 
the equivalent of 18 eight-hour 
days to weave the afghan. By the 
way, the afghan is a beautiful 
shawl of varigated colors, 

In addition to the afghan, Judge 
Crane has woven, or had a major 
part in the making of, five pillow 
cases, two coats for his daughter 
Ruth, a purse and other materials. 
This weaving business is a family 
proposition. 

After Judge Crane recovered 
sufficiently from an illness more 
than two years ago, the former 
city judge casually took up the 
diversion of weaving. Ruth Crane 
became enthused and now Mrs. 
Crane helps. 

Right now the 82-year-old pion- 
eer Uplander is busy in making a 
knitting bag. 

Make Own Design 

“Before anything is started we 
plan out a Qesign and then just 
keep weaving away,” Judge Crane 
explained. “As a rule we use our 
own ideas and don’t rely on get- 
ling designs from the papers and 
magazines.”
